REMARKS AND CLAIM TO PRIORITY 

This is a divisional application of Application No. 09/452,187, filed 
December 2, 1999 ("the '187 Application"). Claims 1-28 have been cancelled without 
prejudice or disclaimer of subject matter. Claims 29-42 are newly added, and are all the 
claims presented for examination. Claims 29, 40, 41 and 42 are independent. 

Applicant notes that the independent Claims 29, 41 and 42, are clearly 
supported by, at the least, Fig. 7 and the corresponding disclosure in the specification, 
according to which the job (even if it is a job sent from the PC or one sent from the reader) 
stored in the storage xmit can be printed any number of times using new processing 
conditions according to the process shown in the flow chart of Fig. 7, as long as the stored 
job is deleted in the step S717 of Fig. 7. 

Applicant claims priority under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19 based upon Japanese 
Application No. 10-345453, filed December 4, 1998, and respectfully requests 
acknowledgment of this claim and of receipt of the certified copy of the priority document, 
which was filed on February 25, 2000, in the * 187 Application.
